Atlanta’s supremacy as the retail 
trade center of the southeast again 
was evidenced Tuesday in the monthly 
business review of the federal reserve 
bank of Atlanta, which showed an in- 
crease for the city in net. sales 
amounting to 14.7 per cent. 

Jackson, Miss., was second in in- 
crease with 11.9 per cent, and Bir- 
mingham third with 7.8 per cent. 

Savannah showed the heaviest de- 
crease, with 19.2 per cent. Chatta- 
nooga relistered 10 per cent decrease ; 
Nashville, 5.7 decrease; New Orleans, 
».2 increase; other cities, 27 per cent 
increase, 

Generally favorable conditions were 
reported for the most part, in the 
monthly review covering the six 
states of the sixth federal reserve dis- 
trict. Increases all along the line, 
with few declines, .were recorded.

Meantime, the plan enthusiastically 
indorsed by Andrews has drawn un- 
favorable comment from both wet and

Senator Edwards, New Jersey, dem- 
ocrat and wet leader in the senate, 
in denouncing the proposed presi- 
dential inquiry, declared that the pro- 
hibition question could be settled only 
by a national referendum on beer and 
light vines 

Wayne B. Wheeler, general counsel 
for the Anti-Saloon League, expressed 
the opinion that the drys would be 
content with the investigation by the 
house alcoholic liquor traffic commit- 
tee. This investigation, he predicted, 
“was probably what will be done at 
this session.”

Chaim Bialik, the Hebrew poet lau- 
reate, who is on a visit to this coun- 
try, is amazed at the prosperity and the 
happiness o fhis American brethren. 
Versed as no other living scholar in 
Talmudic lore, Bialik is reminded of 
an old rabbinical legend. When the 
Jews were led into the captivity of 
Babylon, they hung their harps on 
the willow trees and they answered 
the Babylonians who wanied a song 
with the words: “How can we sing 
of Zion in a strange land?” Now 
the legend has it that in order to pre- 
vent being compelled to string the 
barp the Jewish musicians bit off 
their thumbs. This devotien to Zion 
was rewarded by God. Suddenly a 
huge cloud enveloped them and they 
were lifted up and transported to a 
strange land, where they became a 
lappy and prosperous people, accord- 
ing to the legend. Bialik looks upon 
American Jewry and asks if the 
legend has not come true. But like 
those exiles of antiquity he has a fer-

‘This legislation was regarded in 
Washington, dispatches from the na- 
tional capital said, as indicative of the 
federal government's response to the 
south’s demand for quicker mail serv- 
ice in the rural district and - greater 
opening of avenues to markets by the 
farmers, 

: No Cost Estimate. 

No estimate ot the cost involved in 
the construction of these bridges was 
obtainable today, but it was well as- 
sured that it would run well into the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

Students of economics pointed out, 
however, that the real value was not 
to be computed in terms of dollars and 
cents, but rather in the general de- 
velopment of the regions that these 
bridges would serve. In several in- 
stanees where new bridges are to be 
built, it has been necessary for many 
vears, for farmers .o make ten and 
fifteen-mile hauls with their produce 
in order to reach a bridge spanning 
a stream, thus to reach a point really 
only a few miles from the starting 
point. 

While the bills authorizing these 
bridges were passed by the house, it 
was regarded as fairly certain that 
the senate would follow suit within a 
short time.

Washington, March 2.—()—The 
navy had to send home a number of 
ships from the Australian cruise last 
summer because they were not prop- 
erly constructed, Representative Mc- 
Clintic, of Oklahoma, a democrat on 
the house naval committee, today de- 
clared before that committee. He 
went to Australia with the fleet.

pers: i, $3,500. In addition a tax- 
paye. is entitled to a credit of $400 
for each person dependent upon him 
for chief support if such persou is 
eithes under 18 years of age or in- 
capable of self-support because men- 
tally or physically defective. Such 
dependent need not be a member of 
the taxpayer's household. For exam- 


‘ple, an unmarried son who supports in 


his home an aged mother is entitled 
to an exemption of $3,500 plus the 


$400 credit for a dependent, a total’ 


of $3,000. If4rom choice the mother 
lived in another city the son, although 
her chief support, would be entitled 
only to the $1,500 exemption, plus 
the $400 credit. The mother not liv- 
ing with him he isnot considered the 
head of a family. 

An exemption as the head of a 
family can be claimed by only one 
member of a household. 

The $400 credit does not apply to 
the wife or husbagd of a taxpayer, 
though one may be totally dependent 
upon the other.

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try today is in a sounder condition 


than in years, 
Officials of eastern railroads whe 
met here last week to consider the 


demands of conductors and trainmen 
for an increase in pay announced to-

reached to refuse the demands. This, 
however, is not the end but only the 


formal beginning of negotiations be- 
tween representatives of the individ- 
ual railroads and representatives of 
the organized conductors and train- 
men. There is still a long way to go 
before there can be a deadlock which 
might result in strike talk.

Public On Long Side. 

_ Loans of brokers have been indicat- 
ing plainly enough that the big out+ 
side publie is in the stock sunened on 
the long side to a very large extent. 
However, a round of the stock ex- 
change houses here representing the 
outside public discloses the fact that 
the heaviest selling of the past fort- 
night has come not from the big out- 
side public but from pools in distress, 
Brokers here representing the public 
continue to say that they are amazed 
at the way the public responds to 
eall for additional margin. 

“For the life of me, I can’t under- 
stand where all of the money comes 


‘from that is being sent down here by 


the big outside publie in response to 
calls for margin,” the head of one 
large stock exchange house remarked 
today, adding, “but the important 
thing is that it is being put -up which 
reflects confidence on the part of the 
big outside public that fundamentals 
are still sound and that sooner or later 
the bull market will be resumed.” 

Stocks taken over the past few days 
by bankers to help pools in distress 
undoubtedly will be sold on the mare 
ket at the first favorable opportunity. 
In most cases the sharp declines of 
the past fortnight in pool stocks were 
brought about by bear raids. This 
means that bankers having recently 
acquired pool stocks for sale will have 
a market in the requirements of the 
bears who must buy back the borrowed 
stocks that have been sold, after which 
+ a pool stocks. should become inac- 
ive,
